Negotiation meeting 
slated for tomorrow

Johns-Manville Products Co officially locked its gates to union chemical workers 
at 12:01 a m today amidst plans to resume negotiating discussions tomorrow 
morning. 
All was peaceful at the gate this morning Company guards turned back workers 
whose cars formed a long line stretching from Miguelito Canyon Road to the 
company gates. 
An official waved the cars around with the declaration: "The plant is closed ” 
Salaried workers and supervisory personnel were permitted to enter. 
The company made good on its threat made in the middle of last week to lockout 
the union workers if they did not sign a new contract by midnight Saturday That 
deadline came and went without any change in relations between the company and 
the International Chemical Workers Union, Local 146 


HOURLY employes of Johns-Manville Corporation milled in 
front of their International Chemical Workers Union hall on 
South I Street early this morning after being locked out of 
the plant at 12:01 a m today. A contract negotiating session 


is scheduled for tomorrow morning The union did not 
accede to the threat of the company to lock the plant until 
the union signed a new contract. 


Legislation goes to House 
to extend jobless payments 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Legislation went to the House 
today to extend unemployment compensation benefits an 
additional 13 weeks for workers in areas hard-hit by layoffs 
caused by recession and double-digit inflation. 
The measure would put an estimated $1 billion into the 
hands of the jobless who have exhausted their current unem­ 
ployment benefits. 
The House also will consider an emergency bill later this 
week that would create a $4 billion public service jobs 
program. President Ford has proposed his own $2.5 billion 
temporary job program. 
The Senate has yet to begin consideration of either measu­ 
re, but both are expected to pass before Congress adjourns 
The House will also debate compromise legislation de­ 
signed to force strip mine operators to restore the land after 


it is mined; a Senate-passed bill authorizing $2.7 billion in 
economic aid to U.S. allies and a bill to exempt from 
taxation the first $500 of interest earned by depositors in 
bank and savings and loan accounts. 
The Senate is expected to vote Tuesday to confirm Nelson 
A. Rockefeller as vice president with a House vote coming 
in about two weeks. 
The Senate will also take up an administration-backed 
trade bill to permit negotiations for lower tariffs, and give 
the Soviet Union most favored nation trade status in 
exchange for a pledge to let more Jews emigrate. 


On the energy front. Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., will 
offer proposals to outline the President's authority to ration 
gasoline if needed. 


Morton claims new energy policy 
will influence U.S. lifestyles

Interior 
Secretary Rogers C.B. Morton said 
today the government was attempting to 
forge a new national energy policy that 
will influence American lifestyles for 
the remainder of this century. 
“ There 
is 
no 
alternative 
to 
establishing a national energy policy. 
We cannot afford not to act, 
Morton 
said as he opened a three-day State 
Department seminar on energy. 
Morton said that the government was 
searching for a policy that "w ill affect 
the way Americans work and live for 
perhaps the rest of this century . " 
He urged a spirit of "official candor 
and 
public 
participation" 
in 
the 
development of the policy. 
Morton said U.S. energy consumption 
cannot continue to grow at 4 to 5 per cent 
a year. He said the United States was 
currently paying $18 billion annually for 
imported oil and only a few countries 


had a "dominance of supply and control 
of prices." 
Today’s 
hearing 
is 
focused 
on 
consumer concerns and was chaired by 
Virginia Knauer, special assistant to 
President Ford for consumer affairs. 
"We hope this seminar will lead to a 
better understanding of the American 
people that we do have a crisis," she 
said. Mrs. Knauer said that the goal was 
"an equitable policy for all. The public 
needs to know that burdens or sacrifices 
are equally shared.” 
She said she hoped the hearing would 
bring 
about 
public 
support 
and 
understanding of a national energy 
policy. 
The discussions attracted witnesses 
representing a wide range of consumer 
interests. Among them were representa­ 
tives of farm blocs, urban areas and 
American Indians.

Ehrlichman lawyer claims 
'not getting fair trial' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Angered by 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica’s 
refusal to permit the introduction of 
certain evidence, a defense attorney 
claimed at the Watergate cover-up trial 
today that John D. Ehrlichman "is not 
getting a fair trial." 
Sirica refused to permit as evidence a 
1973 memo written by Egil "Bud" 
Krogh, former co-director of White 
House “ plumbers,” absolving Ehrlich­ 
man of direct responsibility for the 1971 
break-in at the office of Pentagon 
Papers defendant Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist.

Treadwell, Krogh s original lawyer who 
prepared the memo. Earlier, Sirica 
refused to permit Ehrlichman to call 
Seymour Glanzer, one of the three 
original federal prosecutors in the 
Watergate case 
"Mr. Ehrlichman is not getting a fair 
trial," said William S. Frates, Ehrlich­ 
man’s chief lawyer. 
"Well, I disagree," Sirica replied. 
Chief trial prosecutor James F. Neal 
had objected to the calling of Glanzer 
and Treadwell on grounds that others 
had presented identical testimony, and 
Sirica sustained the objection. 
Frates said the government has 
charged that Ehrlichman’s motivation 
in the Watergate cover-up was to 
conceal the Ellsberg break-in. 
"Does this jury have a right to hear 
witnesses on what was Ehrlichman’s 
intent?” Frates asked. "That’s the $64 
question.” 
Ehrlichman himself was expected to 
take the stand in his defense, the third of 
the five former aides of President 
Richard M. Nixon on trial to do so, 
probably Tuesday. The Ehrlichman 
defense originally planned to call about 
30 witnesses on his behalf.

Demos happy over convention 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - The 
Democrats left Kansas City today with a 
new party charter, some old-fashioned 
party unity and burgeoning confidence 
that they are on the road back to the 
White House in 1976. 


The party ended its unprecedented 
national mini-convention Sunday with 
national 
Chairman 
Robert 
Strauss’ 
triumphant declaration —"We have 
brought the Democratic party back to 
life ... the Democratic party is ready to 
govern America again.” 


The three-day meeting produced the 
first formal constitution adopted by a 
major U.S. political party In the course 
of writing it, the party’s principal 
factions also rediscovered they could 
deal with each other without leaving the 
scars that since 1968 have doomed 
efforts to regain national leadership. 


But the convention did not bring to the 
fore the party’s most significant need 
—a clear front-runner for the 1976 presi­ 
dential nomination. 


A pack of hopefuls wooed the 2,500 
delegates 
and 
alternates 
in 
the 
cavernous Kansas City auditorium and 
the convention hotels,but not one of them 


made an impact strong enough to 
establish a favorite in the nomination 
sweepstakes. 


Only one announced candidate, Rep. 
Morris Udall, DAriz., was on hand. But 
two others soon to declare —Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson of Washington and Gov. 
Jimmy Carter of Georgia —competed 
for delegate attention with him and with 
Sens. Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, Robert 
Byrd of West Virginia, and Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace 


While abandoning the quota system 
that caused such trouble in 1972, the 
party committed in its new charter 
itself to give blacks, women, young 
people and other minorities a full voice 
in Democratic decision-making. 


It also buried some of the favorite 
tools of political power brokers: The 
unit rule and winner-take-all caucuses 
and primaries. 


Reformers sustained some setbacks, 
including rejection of their proposal to 
make 
midterm 
conferences 
a 
permanent fixture. 


Labor, once a unified and nearly 
unbeatable 
power 
in 
Democratic 
affairs, was divided between the reform 


and regular elements here. The losers 
were unions 
allied 
with 
AFL-CIO 
President George Meany. 


Sunday’s closing session was devoted 
to a series of reports from party figures 
on critical issues confronting the nation 
— a kind of mini-platform for the party 
to use in forging its 1976 campaign 
document. 


The 
policy 
proposals called 
for 
balancing government spending between 
military and social programs; an end to 
the Senate rule permitting filibusters; 
rigid controls on handguns; phased 
development of nuclear energy; a 
crackdown on "white collar" crime; the 
use of the income tax rather than 
property 
taxes 
to 
finance 
social 
programs; and qualified approval of 
President 
Ford’s 
Vladivostok 
agreement on limiting nuclear arms 


The delegates did not vote on any of 
these proposals, having rejected a 
proposal 
by 
reformers 
that 
the 
convention put itself on record on issues. 
The mini-convention’s only action of this 
nature 
came 
Friday 
night 
when 
delegates endorsed proposals to fight 
inflation and recession offered by a 
group of congressional leaders.

Lompoc’s Paul Sevoian buys 
the household furnishings of the 
English dirt cheap and sells 
them 
at 
higher 
prices 
in 
California 
as 
antiques 
and 
collectibles. 
What’s so remarkable about 
this 
transaction 
is 
that 
everyone involved is pleased 
about it — from the rightful 
heirs to the new owners, from 
Sevoian 
h im self 
to 
the 
government of Great Britain. 
B esid es 
supplying 
old 
merchandise to antique dealers 
from Los Angeles to San Jose, 
Sevoian runs an antique shop 
at 117 South J St. in Lompoc 
that keeps very odd hours. It 
has been open to the public 
about 10 days m the last 10 
months, for example. 
The reason, he leads one to 
believe, is that people sop up 
his 
amazingly 
low 
priced 
antiques and collectibles so 
fast that additional business 
hours are unnecessary. 
"Now why would someone 
want to buy new furniture when 
he can buy this as cheap or 
cheaper — and the price keeps 
going 
up," 
Sevoian 
asked, 
standing in the middle of his 
shop one night last week 
Before him was a three piece 
mahogany bedroom set. It was 
handsome, old, and very cheap 
It was made in England before 
1900 His price: $195. 
‘‘ In 
Los 
A ngeles,’’ 
he 
interjected, "you would pay 
$800 or $900 for this." 
Everything in his shop was 
handsome, old (between 1790 
and 1930), and very cheap Less 
than 
half-full, 
it 
contained 
scattered 
pieces 
— 
a 
few 
sideboards, 
bedroom 
sets, 
copper pots, an old German 
piano, 
three 
grandfather 
clocks, and other items. Much 
of it carried sold labels. 
"This whole room was full, 
but we moved most of it out in 
two days, as you can see,” he 
remarked. 
In 
two 
d ay s, 
Sevoian 
explained, he had sold nearly 


two 
ocean 
containers 
of 
antiques and collectibles. They 
had been shipped directly from 
England. 
He and 
his wife 
cleaned off the salt, held a 
preview the night before the 
sale 
day 
(no 
buying 
was 
allowed), and "people were 
standing m line at 6 :30 the next 
morning to buy.” 
People stood in line at 6:30 
and some came from as far 
away as Costa Mesa for one 
reason 
He 
sells 
antiques 
cheaper than anyone How does 
he do it? 
Sevoian readily answered, "I 
don’t go to London to buy. 1 go 
up to Northern England and 
buy estates and houses full of 
furniture at auctions." 
It goes so smooth. Elderly 
people die and their furnishings 
are sold to the general public. 
The young heirs in England are 
sick 
of 
seeing 
pre-1900 
sid eb o ard s 
and 
hearing 
Westminster wall clock chimes 
because they grew-up before 
such 
stuffy 
furniture; 
they 
want modern sofas and dining 
room sets in their homes. 
On the other hand, people in 
the U.S. want old sideboards 
and old wall clocks around. So 
Sevoian buys this kind of old 
furniture in England and ships 
it 
to 
California 
in 
ocean 
containers. 
The 
English 
government 
encourages 
Americans 
like 
Sevoian to come in as he does 
frequently and spend American 
dollars — something to do with 
the country operating at a 
deficit. It is the only country 
that doesn’t have restrictions 
on exporting antiques. 
Once the furnishings reach 
California, he distributes the 
volume 
to 
various 
antique 
shops, including his own shop in 
Lompoc, where the very good 
buys are gobbled up by antique 
hungry people. 
Such a beautiful operation it 
is, but it won’t be for long, 
Sevoian knows. 
" I ’ll be out of business in two 
years,” he estimated. Or, he 
added, he will have a limited

Arkansas 
sniper 
captured 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark (UPI) 
— A sniper who sought refuge 
in the tower of a railroad 
drawbridge today and threat­ 
ened to kill anyone who came 
within range, shot himself once 
in the stomach and begged 
police to save his life. 
“ I have a lot of love in my 
heart, but I have done things 
that I shouldn’t have and so I 
shouldn’t live anymore,” the 
sniper told the police chief 
trying to coax him down just 
before he fired one bullet into 
his stomach. 
Police heard the sound of the 
shot inside the tower and 
opened up with teargas cannis- 
ters, firing 12 of them before 
one found its mark inside an 
open window at the top of the 
80-foot tall tower. 
“ Help me! Help me! I’m 
shot, I’m shot. I shot myself!” 
the sniper yelled from inside 
his lair. 
“ Where?” 
called 
Police 
Chief Gale Weeks from his 
shelter at the foot of the tower. 
“ In the stomach,” the sniper 
said. 
“Come down.” Weeks or­ 
dered 
“ I can’t move,” the sniper 
said. 
Weeks told the sniper to put 
his hands on the window ledge 
as a special police force crept 
up the stairs to the top of the 
tower to apprehend the sniper. 
The operation took almost 20 
minutes 
because 
spotlights 
shining from a building several 
blocks away kept going out and 
police on the ground could not 
see the sniper. Finally, at 3:24 
p.m. cst, a voice crackled over 
a police radio; “ We got him.” 
The sniper ripped apart the 
room inside the tower and cut 
all the electric cables so an 
elevator to the room did not 
work.

former Air Force Capt. Hunter 
D. Shirley, 26, was strapped to 
a stretcher and lowered outside 
the building to the ground He 
was taken to the University of 
Arkansas Medical Center.

“ Bo” Marshall said. “ He was* 
making a lot of noise and \ 
moaning. He kept telling us he 
wanted to die but when we got 
up there, all he talked about 
was being hurt and wanting 
medical attention.”

CHICAGO (U PI)-T h e posh 
world of Playboy Enterprises 
and 
Playboy 
prince 
Hugh 
Hefner has come under scruti­ 
ny by federal drug investiga­ 
tors in a probe of suspected 
illicit drug activities, authori­ 
ties say. 
A federal grand jury is 
looking into allegations that 
cocaine, 
barbiturates 
and 
marijuana 
were 
used 
by 
employes and guests at Hef­ 
ner’s Playboy mansions in 
Chicago and Beverly Hills, 
Calif., and that the use of those 
drugs was concealed 
At least 10 present and 
former Playboy employes, in­ 
cluding Playboy bunnies and 
Hefner aides, have been subpo­ 
enaed to testify before the 
grand jury, investigators said. 
Published reports noted that 
two of those subpoenaed al­ 
ready have appeared before the 
panel and that eight more were 
to appear before the grand jury 
Tuesday. 
While Hefner was not among 
those 
subpoenaed, 
investigators say he is a prime 
target of the probe. 
The Chicago Tribune, in an 
exclusive story in its Sunday 
editions revealing the probe, 
quoted a key source close to the 
investigation as saying: 
“ Investigators are shooting 
at him (Hefner) and he’s in a 
helluva lot of trouble. There’s 
no doubt about it.”

higher prices. 
It also said use of coal should 
be encouraged by utilities and 
industry along with incentives 
to raise production and re­ 
search 


The 
government 
should 
“ first, to expand the supply of 
the familiar fuels; second to 
introduce new processes; and 
third, 
to 
develop 
new 
technologies,’’ the CED said in 
a 67-page study. 


The Committee 
—an 
in­ 
dependent research group of 
200 business executives and 
educators —said foreign oil 


imports should be restricted to 
10 
per 
cent 
of 
domestic 
consumption 
to 
lessen 
the 
impact of any future Arab oil 
embargoes. The U.S. currently 
imports more than 30 per cent 
of its oil. 
“ The era of cheap energy has 
ended abruptly, with serious 
consequences 
both 
for 
the 
United States and for the rest 
of the world,” CED said. 
CED said the United States 
lost 
its 
self-sufficiency 
in 
energy 
in 
1970, 
but 
that 
dependency on foreign sources 
could be reduced to minimal 
levels by 1985. 
For the short run, CED said, 
strong conservation measures 
including 
gasoline 
rationing 
w ill 
be 
needed 
to 
cut 
dependence on oil imports. 
“ Over the longer run, as the 
current stock of buildings, 
transportation systems, and 
energy-using devices is re­ 
placed, energy efficiency can 
be built into the economy 
permanently.”

"Let’s turn the palace into a 
school,” celebrants shouted as 
Athenians converged on down­ 
town Constitution Square, wav­ 
ing flags, blowing car horns 
ami shaking hands. 
Greeks voted by a resounding 
68 8 to 31.2 per cent margin in 
Sunday's referendum to live in 
a republic and abolish the 142- 
year-old monarchy 
With 92 per cent of the ballots 
counted, there were 2,899,282 
votes in favor of a republic and 
1,318,827 
in 
support of 
a 
monarchy, 
The republicans won large 
margins 
in 
the 
traditional 
monarchist 
bastions 
of 
southern Greece as well as in 
the country’s antimonarchist 
urban centers. 
The decision cleared the way 
for 
the Greek 
parliament, 
holding its first session today, 
to begin work on a new 
constitution and prepare for 
presidential elections. 
King Constantine, who fled 
into exile during the military 
dictatorship, 
learned 
the 
results in seclusion at his home 
outside London An aide said he 
planned to issue a statement 
today. 
“ We don't need a king, we 
want to be free,” 19-year-old 
student Nicos Georgopoulos 
said in Constitution Square, 
where Greeks had gathered in 
1843 to force their first king, 
Otto of Bavaria, to give them a 
constitution. 
Constantine 
Caramanlis, 
G reece’s 
conservative 
premier, said a 60-year period 
of political uncertainty “ has 
been decisively eliminated” by 
the referendum. 
George Mavros, leader of the 
nation’s moderate left opposi­ 
tion, said, “ There are no 
victors or vanquished. They 
people as a whole have won.”

one dies; five said fair 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (UPI) - 
“ The doctor told me I would 
probably have triplets,” said 
Mrs. 
Charlotte

sixth ones were born I was 
completely shocked.” 
The sixth and smallest of the 
sextuplets 
—rare even for 
women using fertility drugs — 
died within four hours of his 
birth Sunday.

The surviving three boys and 
two girls appeared to be 
healthy, doctors said today. 
They were reported in “ fair” 
condition today and all of them 
were in respirators.

PEARL HARBOR. Hawaii 
(UPI) - Pearl Harbor, 33 
years after Japan s devastating 
attack, has only 18 aging jet 
fighters for air defense —but 
the Air National Guard said 
Hawaii is still better protected 
than it was in 1941. 
The Air National Guard is 
planning to replace the old 
Fl02s with F4 Phantoms in 
1976, but until then the Guard 
said the 18 jets were sufficient. 
Maj. Eddie Anderson, public 
affairs officer for the Guard, 
said the jets were “ getting old, 
like an old automobile that 
doesn’t accelerate like it used 
to.” But, he added, they can 
still do the job. 
“ We’re still much better 
prepared than we were in 
1942,” he said Saturday, the 
anniversary of the Japanese 
bombing attack that threw the 
United States into World War 
II. More than 2,000 lives were 
lost in the Dec. 7,1941 raid. 
Military personnel at Pearl 
maintain a surprise attack 
would be impossible today. Lt. 
Col. 
Arthur 
Ishimoto,

Guard’s chief of staff, said a 
highly advanced satellite detec­ 
tion system combined with 
other surveillance equipment 
would alert the military of an 
advancing enemy force long 
before it reached Hawaii.

According to the local group, research 
has found rape to be the fastest growing 
violent crime in America today. Facts 
from their studies show that during the 
1960-68 period alone, reported rapes 
increased 84 per cent nationwide. “But 
even 
statistics, 
they 
note, 
“are 
misleading in that the FBI estimates 
that only one out of 
ten rapes 
committed are reported. 


“Reasons 
for 
this 
are 
complex, 
however two factors are perhaps the 
most obvious. Victims are reluctant to 
report the crime of rape because of the 
social stigma that is involved. Many 
people today still believe that a woman 
can’t really be raped, and if she was, 
‘she was asking for it.’ Unfortunately 
she and her family share the guilt trip 
that usually accompanies this crime. 
“Another aspect which is directly 
correlated 
to 
the 
rape 
victim’s 
reluctance to report, is the sad fact that 
approximately 70 per cent of all rapists 
go free. In 1972, the number of reported 
forcible rapes in California was 8,131 
and only 3,439 arrests resulted. From 
this number there were 753 charges and 
only 266 convictions. These figures 
reflect a gross injustice of the judicial 
system. Only 3.2 per cent of the reported 
forcible rapes resulted in convictions. In 
addition some of these resulted in 
probation. 


“Despite the myth that most rape 
charges are trumped up by the woman, 
figures from the Uniform Crime Report 
state that only 16 per cent of all reported 
forcible rapes reported to the police 
were determined to be unforced. In 
other words, approximately 85 per cent 
of all reported forcible rapes are 
substantive. The arrest records reflect 
the serious and pathetic lacking of the 
judicial system 
in prosecuting the 
assailant involved in the crime of rape. 
The vast majority of rapists go free and 
they know their chances of being 
prosecuted are minimal.”

LOS ANGELES (U PIl - A 
city worker must have helped 
rig a computer to pay $2 5 
million from the municipal 
treasury in a suspected Mafia 
scheme, according to City 
Comptroller Charles Navarro. 
District attorney’s investiga­ 
tors said they were "going like 
gangbusters" 
into the city 
treasurer’s office today to find 
out 
who 
was

the 
scheme, thwarted by a tip to a 
Congressional 
investigating 
committee. 
They were looking for evi­ 
dence that earlier such thefts 
may have succeeded, or that 
other cities were victimised. 
Two suspects were arrested, 
including one with alleged 
connections to a New York 
Mafia figure Three suspects 
were being sought, the district 
attorney's office said. 
"It couldn't be anyone from 
outside,” 
who set up the 
computer, Navarro said Sun­ 
day. Nobody is permitted in the 
Data Services Bureau area that 
controls the computer’s check- 
writing functions without a 
special badge, with a photo­ 
graph.

Senators in attack 
on Arab oil prices 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Two senators Sunday attacked 
the high price of Arab oil, 
proposing either a total ban on 
oil 
purchases 
from 
Arab 
nations, or the conversion of 
cold war alliances into econom­ 
ic defense pacts. 
"We can’t build a world for 
our children facing east on our 
knees,” 
said 
Sen. 
Lowell 
Weicker. He said the United 
States should stop all purchases 
of Arab oil and learn to live 
without it through rationing. 
Sen. 
Alan Cranston 
said 
NATO and SEATO should be 
converted from military al­ 
liances against communism to 
mutual economic aid pacts to 
defend the industrialized na­ 
tions from bankruptcy at the 
hands of the Arab-dominated 
oil cartel. 
"In a few years, the Arabs 
will have cornered a huge 
amount 
of 
the 
world’s 
currency, hundreds of billions 
of dollars,” Cranston said. 
"When that happens, they can 
trigger bankruptcies of entire 
countries as easily as they cast 
the dice at the gaming tables of 
Monte Carlo.” 
Cranston, a California Demo­ 
crat, spoke to the Jewish 
Federation Council of Greater 
Los Angeles and Weicker, a 


Connecticut Republican, spoke 
to the annual dinner of the 
B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League, which gave him its 
distinguished service award for 
his Watergate committee ac­ 
tions. 
Weicker said the United 
States "can push away from 
the oil table. We can ration. We 
can build bus and rail mass 
transit. We can research new 
sources of energy.” 
A total embargo on oil 
purchases from the Arabs and 
gasoline rationing could cut 
fuel consumption 18 per cent, 
Weicker said. 
Cranston said that the idea of 
converting NATO and SEATO 
to economic defense pacts was 
similar 
to 
a 
proposal 
by 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger to provide a $25 
billion fund for mutual defense. 
U.S. allies received billions 
of dollars in aid through these 
defense pacts "based on con­ 
cepts of mutual security which 
developed from common con­ 
cern about the Communist 
world...With the easing of cold 
war tensions, these alliance 
face a new threat from a 
different direction —slow eco- 
nomic 
strangulation,’’ 
Cranston said. 


Bernard R. Howard, 52, a 
Yonkers, N Y. accountant and 
Morton B Freeman, 47, Los 
Angeles, were arrested Satur­ 
day as they walked out of the 
Beverly Wilshire Hotel.

The district 
attorney's office was connected 
with the subcommittee's infor­ 
mant and the trap was set up, 
they said, changing the sup­ 
posed "payoff” location from 
Montreal to Los Angeles. The

Food costs for needy families, 
many of whom face a cut in

March, are rising faster on a 
percentage basis than grocery 
bills for more affluent families 
according to an Agriculture 
Department report released 
today. 
The Department’s monthly 
analysis of food bills for 
families of varying income 
levels showed the cost of an 
austere Economy Diet Plan 
rose to $36 a week for a family 
of four in October 
The price of the Economy 
Diet, which is used as the base 
for setting food stamp alloca­ 
tions, was up 20 cents a week, 
or 
0.6 
per 
cent, 
from 
September and was $4, or 12.7 
per cent, above a year earlier. 
The weekly bill for a low Cost 
diet 
plan 
constructed 
by 
Agriculture nutritionists was 
also up 0.6 per cent in October. 
The cost of a Moderate Cost 
diet plan, however, was up 0.5 
per cent, and the price of a 
Liberal diet plan was up 0 4 per 
cent. 
All 
four 
diet 
programs, 
ranging from the bare-bones 
Economy plan to the costliest 
Liberal plan, are designed to 
provide adequate basic nutri- 


tion. Costs for feeding families 
under the four plans vary 
sharply, however, because the 
cheaper diets contain fewer 
and cheaper meats and other 
high priced foods. 


For October, economists said 
the Low Cost plan was priced at 
$45 a week, up 30 cents from 
September and $5 10, or 12 7 
per cent, above a year earlier. 


The 
Moderate Cost plan 
budget was up to $56 90 a week, 
up 30 cents from September 
and $5 60, or 11.1 per cent, 
above a year earlier 
The 
Liberal Cost plan rose to $69 30 
a week, up 40 cents from 
September and $6.70, or 10.5 
per cent, above a year earlier. 


Economists said the cost of 
the Economy plan on a monthly 
basis for a family of four rose 
to $156 in October compared 
with $155.10 in September and 
$138 40 a year earlier Under 
the food stamp program, a 


four-person 
household 
currently is eligible for a 
monthly 
allocation of 
$150 
worth of stamps 


The allocation is scheduled to 
rise to $154 next January 1 But 
this will still lag behind the cost 
of the Economy diet, and 
stamp families will fall further 


behind if the administration 
carries out its announced plan 


to increase the amount of cash 
most needy people must put up 
in order to get the stamps 
beginning next March 1.

TOKYO

- Takeo 
Miki, a veteran leglislator with 
a reputation for honesty, took 
over as prime minister today, 
replacing 
a 
scandal-marred 
predecessor he helped drive 
from office. 
The lower house of the Diet 
(parliament) overwhelmingly 
elected Miki prime minister 
today within hours of outgoing 
leader Kakuei Tanaka’s formal 
resignation. 
Miki’s Liberal Democratic 
party, which controls the Diet, 
gave him a 278 to 117 vote 
victory over Tomomi Narita, 
chairman of the opposition 
Socialist party. 
Sanzo Nozaka, head of the 
Communist party, received 39 
votes; 
Yoshikatsu 
Takeiri, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Koemito 
party, picked up 30, and Ikko 
Kasuga, 
chief 
of 
the 
Democratic Socialist party, 
won 19. 
Miki, a member of the lower 
house for 37 years, became the 
66th 
prime 
minister 
since 
Japan adopted the parliamen­ 
tary system of government in 
1885 
The 67-year-old leader, nick­ 
named the "Mr. Clean” of the 


Liberal Democratic party, re­ 
signed as deputy prime minis­ 
ter last summer because of 
what 
he 
called 
Tanaka’s 
"money power politics.” 
Tanaka, a self-made mil­ 
lionaire, announced his own 
resignation two weeks ago 
after the magazine Bungei 
Shunju accused him of using his 
political career to amass a 
huge fortune. 


Miki helped Tanaka come to 
power in 1972, but he began 
calling for the former leader’s 
ouster* long 
before 
the 
magazine 
article 
led 
to 
resignation.

The endings lo these Lompoc Braves football games are 
getting downright corny I mean. Braves fans can swallow 
an occasional last second goal line stand, or a desperation 
touchdown drive or two, or any number of come from 
behind wins 
But Friday night’s photo finish, coming on the heels of 
THREE straight breathtaking wins, left the local fans 
dazed, wondering if maybe they had stumbled onto the set of 
a Hollywood movie - “ Billy Jack Hits Paydirt," or ' Andy 
Hardy Runs to Daylight " 
The truth is that the Braves aren't pretty enough to make 
a Hollywood movie They don’t throw those long 50-yard 
bombs that make the crowd ooh and aah They don t dazzle 
the opposition with triple reverses and double passes — or 
even single passes 
In fact the simplicity and precision of Lompoc s operation 
would make for a great film - an Army training film 
It would have to be a film on hand to hand combat That's 
how the game was won Friday — with superior hitting The 
Braves knifed through a shaky San Marino defense for 373 
rushing yards, more than Lompoc has rushed for in any 
game this year 


And they did it without their two first-string running 
backs, George Polly and Donnie Scruggs Scruggs ran once 
before re injuring his shin. Polly had his head dashed into 
the turf midway through the second period and sat out the 
rest of the game Both will be ready next week 


Again this sounds like a movie script, but little 15-5 *2, 155 * 
Joey Grijalva, who was a third-stringer until last week, took 
over at tailback and ran for 186 yards in 32 carries Both are 
season highs for a Lompoc running back 
Grijalva accounted for nine of Lompoc's 21 first downs 
Quarterback Chuck Van Allen, who rushed for 111 yards, 
picked up eight first downs Sub fullback Rick Walker 
scored two touchdowns 
There were at least two noteworthy features of the 
Lompoc rushing attack First, the Lompoc runners almost 
never went down at initial contact with San Marino 
defenders Braves invariably spun, dove or bounced off and 
went for extra yards Second, the holes knocked in the San 
Marino defense by the Lompoc line were considerable 
As Jim Spruill puts it. “ We got off the ball better on 
offense and hit harder on defense We play a different brand 
of football at Lompoc and in our league San Marino s 
secondary didn’t tackle, they tried to butt people down We 
told our guys to give a good second effort after they were 
hit, and they did We teach our guys to tackle through the 
guy You don’t butt people down up here "

Jim McNamara of the De­ 
partment of Animal Regulation 
said the program is celebrating 
its fifth year of operation this 
month and since its inception in 
1969 more than 2,000 small wild 
creatures have been airlifted to 
safety by helicopter. 
“Probably no city in the 
country,” 
McNamara 
said, 
“takes the time as Los Angeles 
does to preserve the declining 
vestiges of wildlife.” 
Each week throughout the 
year small wild animals are 
humanely caught in box traps 
in all sections of the city and 
assembled at the West Valley 
Animal Shelter in the San 
Fernando Valley. 
McNamara said many wild 
animals come down from the 
hills to get food.

A wise action 


Since its inception several 
years ago, the Architectural 
Review Board of Lompoc has 
labored 
under 
two 
rather 
severe handicaps: a lack of 
qualified members and a very 
limited amount of authority to 
enforce its decisions. Perhaps 
the latter as a result of the 
former.* In any event, Council 
this week moved to correct 
this situation and we applaud 
their action. 


Originally 
established 
to 
take some of the pressure off 
the Planning Commission in 
m a t t e r s 
d e a l i n g 
with 
landscaping, 
signing, 
and 
building design, the Review 
Board was composed of five 
members: three planners, one 
Beautification Commissioner, 
and one citizen appointment, 
none of whom had any design 
or landscaping background. 
Thus, Architectural Review 
Board members were left to 
m ake 
decisions 
largely 
depending on their own sense 


of good taste and on staff 
recom m endations. 
As 
a 
result, many persons coming 
before the Review Board with 
projects and plans left with a 
bitter taste after listening to 
recommendations they knew 
were from personal points of 
view. 
On the other hand. 
Review Board members had 
been charged with a respon- 
s i b i l i t y 
a n d 
t h e i r 
determination in fulfilling it 
could only be buoyed by their 
convictions regarding what 
was good or bad for the city. 


Architectural 
R e v i e w s 
decisions have come under 
increasing amounts of fire and 
its very legitimacy is being 
brought into question. And 
thus, council’s action. 


A. The City 
Council has 
rem oved 
one 
Planning 
C om m issioner 
from the 
Board, and will replace him 
with 
another 
citizen ap­ 
pointment. 
Hopefully, 
a 
person with some design and- 


or 
landscaping 
background 
will file papers for the seat 
and lend his expertise to this 
most important board. 
City Council has believed 
in the necessity for a body 
such as Architectural Review 
for some time and believes 
the city has been the recipient 
of many beneficial decisions, 
in spite of the lack of creden­ 
tials on the Board. Its legi­ 
timacy is valid. However, as 
Lompoc continues to grow, 
and as the potential for the 
shuttle becomes more likely, 
expertise in such m atters be­ 
comes vital to the continued 
orderly growth of the com­ 
munity. 
And, 
in addition to that 
expertise, we find it a wise 
move that the Board be given 
the teeth so necessary to bring 
compliance 
among 
those 
whose 
plans 
have 
been 
approved. For, in the last 
analysis, all the experience 
possible would be for naught if 
its fruits went ignored. 


Common ground by Steve La Rue 
The other day, in 1840 


The casting director is a kind of 
cultural short order chef. 
“ Gimme 
20 
Spanish-Californian 
aristocrats from the 1840s.” is the 
order. So. 20 Lompocans are coaxed out 
to La Purisima Mission and on to the 
screen from behind office desks, off of 
motorcycles, from in front of kitchen 
sinks, to be movie extras. 
The film is "The Master Gunfighter,” 
— shot here a little over a week ago — 
starring Tom "Billy Jack" Laughlin. We 
debark from the bus from the Lions Inn 
and hit it off with casting right away. 
We're aristocrats. But his is the 1840s. 
Some of the girls will be peasants and 
some of the men only vaqueros. Social 
distances widen. 
We emerge from the wardrobe trailer 
as dons in frothy shirts and embroidered 
suits flung at us by the wardrobe man 
and fitting perfectly. Right off, Joe 
Vanencia, a marvel of royal blue and 
brass 
filigrees, 
if 
also 
wearing 
florsheim wingtips, talks of setting a 
limit on pesky autograph seekers and 
photo hounds. 
We’re Caucasians and chosen because 
we look like we came here from Spain 
"I came 
from Carolina,” 
states 
Homer Haigler of 612 North X St. But it 
doesn't matter. The face looks right. 
Without speaking. Homer is now as 
dignified an aristocrat as there ever 
was. And translating the faces of 1974 
into the adobe salons of 1840 is the 
casting director’s genius. We walk away 
from wardrobe — and into the past. 
And the cultural collisions between 
this time and the other tumble around 
us: 
— Three grizzled vaqueros in jerkins, 
battered sombreros and dirt-ground 
leather pantaloons saunter by, nursing 
steaming coffee from styrofoam cups. 
— A Chumash mission Indian in a 
yellowed smock, with a brown rutted 
face peering from a straight tent of coal 
black hair wears around his neck a 
gleaming new Nikon 35mm camera. 
— The weather-worn mission padre, in 
flowing black robes with white rope and 
imposing cross flaps around the damp 
morning grounds in sandals. A half 


consumed Winchell’s donut is cradeled 
between two fingers and a copy of 
Newsweek folded under the other elbow. 
The padre flips breezily through the 
magazine, puts everything down to shoot 
a scene, and then, off camera again, 
leafs through the Bible he has clutched 
on film with the same lightly curious 
air. 
— The leading lady, Barbara Carrera, 
a European model in her first American 
screen role who has learned at least the 
part of an American movie starlet, 
saunters down from the mobile dressing 
rooms. Her bone-tinted, Spanish lace 
shawl, over a billowing pink silk dress, 
is covered, because it is chilly, by a half- 
length mink coat. She is as chummy and 
approachable as the planet Neptune. She 
is 
a 
Spanish 
infanta 
in 
purple 
sunglasses, tugging on a filter cigarette. 
Later, with her mantilla peaking a 
shawl that cascades over satin shoulders 
that must be light brown like her face, 
the infanta sucks chocolate milk from a 
waxed cardboard carton. 
Tom Laughlin — Billy Jack to the 
world — emerges from a mission portal, 
smaller but still as treacherous as in the 
matinees. He walks, as always, with 
slow, dangerous purpose. Perhaps some 
people have been unkind. If they have, 
he will surely kill them. His round brow 
wrinkles, as it has to many celluloid 
times before, just before his legs 
exploded 
out 
from 
under 
him 
to 
pulverize the adam’s apples of a host of 
disreputable foes. 
But now he smiles at a string of ogling 
girls. The familiar lips part over a bank 
of even white teeth. The creases in his 
face are classic, the eyes weathered and 
knowing The girls giggle gratefully. 
Billy jack, the culture hero. The faith 
has been kept. 
— 
The 
dignitaries 
of 
Spanish 
California 
are 
arrayed 
in 
their 
consummate finery for a publicity shot. 
One lace swathed senorita — who, once, 
in 1974, was Zacharoula Andraeu Hayes 
of Lompoc — fires a sentence at her 
friend. The picture is a tableaux of 
proud Spanish elegance. The sentence is 
in Greek 


Along with many other individuals, we 
were greatly disturbed last week over 
accounts of the high school drug raids in 
the Los Angeles area.

It is an appalling situation when more 
than 100 students are engaged in this 
nefarious practice. From accounts we 


learn that allegedly most of those 
arrested 
were 
not 
even 
users of 
marijuana, pills or what have you, but 
merely engaging in the practice for the 
dollars eanied. 
After the arrests, or detentions as 
they are called in the involvement of a 
juvenile, more than 70 per cent of those 
arrested were back on the campuses, 
some as soon as just a few hours after 
arrest or detention This, of course, all 
due to the probation department actions 
Those returning to the compuses were 
“ heroes" in the eyes of many on the 
campus. It is a sad commentary. 
What galls us is why didn't the 
probation department recognize that 
this attitude would exist when they 
released their charge? Are they so 
stupid as not to know the juvenile mind? 
One probation official said that the only 
guideline employed by his department in 
the releases was whether or not the 
charge would be dangerous if released. 
Frankly, 
we think the swaggering 
attitude of the dope pusher, back on the 
campus 
after 
being 
busted, 
is 
a 
dangerous situation. He may not make a 
sell for awhile, but the fact that he is 
loose and a hero makes us sick, 


Although we condemn the action of the 
probation department, we also must not 
exclude the action of the schools They 
should have insisted on immediate 
suspension of the student, thereby not 
allowing his or her presence on the 
campus until all legal actions are 
completed.

Columnists are people 


People who write newspaper columns 
are also people, and that is a great, but 
unexpungeable, 
distraction. 
It 
is 
sometimes useful to be a people, in 
addition to a newspaper columnist — 
there is no other way, for instance, to 
have a family, or to drink good wine, or 
engage avocationally in other practices 
than writing a column. But let me, just 
this one time, share my problems with 
you as a fellow People, giving four 
examples. 
1 A fortnight ago, a 
tape was played at the 
Watergate trial. The 
voice 
of 
President 
Nixon came in loud 
and clear, talking to 
Haldeman, discussing 
clemency for Howard 
Hunt. He said: “ We’ll 
build, we’ll build that 
son-of-a-bitch up, like 
nobody’s 
business. 
We’ll 
have Buckley 
write a column and 
say, you know, that 
he, 
that he should 
have clemency...” 
Within a very few minutes, my office 
reached me at the airport en route to 
Boston. The newspapers had begun to 
call in, asking the obvious question. Was 
Mr. Buckley approached7 Does he have 
any comment? I dictated over the 
telephone two sentences that were then 
given by my office to the New York 


Post, the New York Times, and the 
Associated Press: “ At no time did any 
member of the Nixon Administration 
approach me. Besides, I don’t need to be 
reminded to write columns urging 
clemency even for sons-of-bitches, as 
Mr. Nixon has every reason to know 
from personal experience.” 


The next morning, the charge was 
carried very conspicuously in the Boston 
Globe — together with my retort. Which 
I also saw in the New York papers and in 
Time 
Magazine 
Notwithstanding, 
I 
have received much mail asking why I 
was silent on the subject raised at the 
Watergate 
trial. 
And 
two 
large 
newspapers have carried letters by 
readers suggesting that 1 have been an 
appendage of the Nixon Administration 
— without any comment from the 
editor, bringing to the writer’s attention 
my brief reply. One more example of 
the difficulty of catching up with a 
misleading story.

A month ago, I wrote a column on 
the. now famous Goldberg 
book by 
Victor Lasky, in which I expressed the 
view 
having now read the book — 
that although it was of course hostile to 
Justice Goldberg, it was far from being 
libelous. I remarked that the only 
distortion in it was Lasky’s statement 
that Mr. Goldberg was the worst public 
speaker in the State of New York, since 
in fact he was the worst in the country. I 
received a letter from a journalist who
